VICTORIA. 


The Accepted Schome fer 
Buckingham Palnes.

At present it is propused that the 
railings shall give way to a stone arcade 
with sido gates. Inthe centre, between the 
existing sentry boxes, the areade will curve 


inwards, anid permit of the space thus 
gained, and much more on the outside, 
being used as thesite of the monument to 
the Queen, The roadway From Constitittiun- 
hill to the Mail, would hoyiven x very niuch 
wider curve, and so would tho —eun- 
tinnation of the Mall leading to Bucking: 
haw Palace-roid, by way of the gates at 
Birdeaze-walk. The roudway, in fact, 
would be throw: back te the Jake, anda 
wall, which would bs washed by the water, 
built up from the lnke side. This would 
give a great: inereass-in xpace, frenishing a 
garden provided with. fower and grass 
plots, and probally, two Inkelets. Several 
of the existing fins trees would be included 
among the adormmments of the place. The 
enelusing structuro.of this public garden — 
it would only be reserved for the formatiun 
of Royal Preeessions on great vecasiuns— 


| would also take tho form of u stone areade, 


enrving in a bold sweep towards the Mull, 
and pierced with noble gates, -from which 
would issu: many of the historic proces- 
sions of the future, 

Not in the centre, but un the Bucking- 
ham Palace side of this garden it is pro- 
posed to place Me Brock's monument to 
Queen ori, Tl must be premised that 
the dusign is still ina measure in the rough, 
and requires its ninre minute details to be 
filled in to suit the views of the Commitice 
charged with this important task. But, 
speaking roughly, it comsists of a raised 
platform approschel from two sides by five 
tlights of steps ; the other two sides will be 
wide basins, into which water will flow 
through archwaya, These archways will 
be crowned with goulptured figures, repre- 
senting on the right the Navy, and on the 
left the Army. Figures in bas-relief, also 
dealing with the Nuvy and Army, will linc 
the inner wall of the basins. At the angles 
of the walls will be placed four winged 
lions, treated in archaic fashion. The level 
of the platform, agit may be called, will be 
about eight feet abyve tho ground, ond in 
the centre of thisspace the monument till 
rise to a height of sixty feet. In 
front, looking down the Mail, will be | 
a statue of the Queen, several times 
life size, On her right will be a group 
representingg Truth, on her h ft anuther re- 
presenting Justice, and at the back a figura 
synibolics] of Maternity;. A group above 
the pedestal will be illustratire of Con- 
stancy, and ilying figures will crown the 
the whole with Victory. Tho ground 
occupied by the monument itself, will be 
ona hundred and seventy ‘feet hy one hun- 
died and forty feét. Tho material of the 
groups and_statyary is to be “bronze, with 
the rest of Portland stone. The basins will 
be about-thirty feet wide. The impression 
given. by.an examiration of the ground

Av equally satisfactory 
solution for France is now hoped for 
by the French Colonial Patty as the 
result of the successful agitation carried on 
by M. Douwer, the Governor-General of 
French Indo-China, for the extension by 
asubsidised and: yuaranteeldl French com.

to the capital of that Chinese vince.

the German action at Kiae-chan Duy. and 
before the Aniurican operations in the 
Philippines, hy jiready hit his eyes ou the 
ishnd of Bai-snan, which forins part of. the 
Chinese province of Kwang-tung, for in 
June, 1897, he induced Chine to bind herself 
not tu part with that island to any other 
Power, This action was followed up on 
April 9, 1898,, by his getting China to agree 
tun Convention which, besides grunting a 
concession for extending the French railway 
from Laokai te Yunnan Fu and a leace of 
K ebau-wan for anaval hase, bound 
China not to nate its three southern 
provinces ang-tung, Ikwang-si, id 
Yunnan—to any other Power, It was 
this-netio on the part of  Franee 
that led Mr Balfour, four- da 

to telegraph to our Minister at Pekin that 
it was absolutely wecessury Catt i 
should agree with us not to alienate K 
tung and Sunnan, because of the proximity 
of Yunman to Burn and of our con 

cial preponderance in Kwang tung, Yun- 
nan was, besides, safeguarded so far as 
France was cencerued by Article [Y.-of 
the Anglo-French Declaration of Jap. 15, 
1806, ‘with regard to tho kingdom of Siam 
and other matters,’ which rans as ful- 
low: .

The French official view as fo the -effect 
of this article was thus stated by MM, 
Doleas# in the Chamber of Deputies on 
Noy, 24, 1899 
‘We are urged to conquer Yunnan with- 
out knowing whether the gana is worth tho 
candle. But it is forgottenthat by Clause 
1V. of the Treaty of 1896 Franev and Eng- 
land have agreed not to seek in Yunnan 
any special advantages. And this situntion 
becomes clear from the very- position. of 
Yuanan, Fur us, as for England, Yuoran 
isthe most direct route towards Szcéhuen. 


It is settled, therefore, that this province |”
